1 . Applicant elects species I without traverse is acknowledged. Claims 1-5 and 10- 
15 were said to be readable on the elected species, corresponding to figures 1-6. 
Contrary to applicant's submission the feature of claims 10-15, specifically, the "at least 
two tank integrated into said tunnel" is corresponding to a non-elected species, figures 
7-10. Therefore, claims 6-19 are withdrawn from consideration. An action on the merits 
follows. 



Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1, 2, 4, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Pugh (USPN. 5,370,418). 

Pugh discloses a frame for a gaseous fueled vehicle, the frame 

comprising: 

a. a floor pan (2), 

b. a tunnel (figure 2A&B) positioned centrally and longitudinally in said floor pan, 
extending the full length of said frame, and 

c. a tank integrated with and extending the full length of said tunnel. 

With regard to claims 2, 4, and 5 Pugh discloses all of the claimed limitations. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Pugh. 

Pugh is disclosed above but silence with regard to the use of high pressure 
hydrogen storage tank. The examiner takes position that it would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to select the 
various types of storage tanks so as to fit a particular type of application.
